In connection with the publica- 


tion of first pictures on the exca- 
vations, the magazine prints an 
article by Msgr. Ludwig Kaas, ad- 
ministrator of St. Peter's, telling 
how Vatican workmen plumbed 
the unexplored lower passages be- 
neath the nave'of the world's larg- 
est church.

pernetery buried for 16 centuries. 
Mdgr. Kaas does not say the ex- 
dotations launched in 1939 result- 
ed' in 
finding relics of the chief 


apostle,. but he asserts a scientific 
commission is analyzing discover- 
ies who give, archeological support 
to Catholic tenets. 


Pope Pius XII stiid more than a 


year ago, without going into de- 
tail, that archeological discoveries 
demonstrated the apostle's burial 
place "is and was under the cup- 
ola of St. Peter's church." The 
pope may announce details of the 
findings In the course of this Cath- 
olic Holy Year. 


Msgr. Kaas says in Life: 
"Pbr the time being the discover- 


ies which were made in the 'central 
area below the main altar of St. 
Peler'6 must remain undisclosed. 
x x x The last word belongs to 
science and cannot be anticipated. 


"At the present time a commis- 


sion of reputable archaelogists is 
preparing the publication of its sci- 
entific conclusions on the discov- 
eries to which some newspapers 
have already made inexact refer- 
ence. In the meantime one may 
observe that the excavations have 
confirmed convincingly the Roman 
tradition which closely connected 
Nero's Circus and the Vatican bur- 
ial ground — or, in other words, 
the place where St. Peter svas ex- 
ecuted and the place where he was

Russellville, Ark., news man, tes- 
tified for the government that he 
was the son of a Virginia planner 
that he was born in Kentucky, had 
attended the university there.

ination, the man known as Ross 
admitted he had lied — under othe 
—on these points: His name was 
apt Lawrence Seton Ross, it was 
Upman Rosenstein; he was born 
in Poland, not in Kentucky; his fa- 
ther was a New York worker—not 
a plantation owner.

Lord Chief Justice Goctdard him- 


self recently declared he believed 
the violence was due to the fact 
"that men know they can no long 
or be whipped for it." 


However, the conscience of the 


Socialist g o v e r n ment yesterday 
brought out a flat refusal for a 


burglar under those circumstances, 
you were in for it, my lad, under 
the stern English law.

ong residence in Britain I made 
a study of crime and even wrote 
a book on the London under-world 
with a notorious reformed burglar, 
who was characterized to me by 
Scotland Yard as the cleverest bur- 
glar the country ever had known.

Both 
companies 
say 


their advertising claims are thor- 
oughly supported. 


The FTC said these 
are 
the 


first government 
complaints 
to 


come out of its investigation into 
the advertising claims made for 
Anli-histamine p r o d u cts. Other 
are being scrutinized. 


Histamine is a chemical 
pro- 


duced by your body tissues. There's 
a theory that when you overpro- 
duce histamine, it affects 
your 


tissues in such a way that you be- 
come an easy mark for a cold. 


So antihistamine, as its name in- 


dicates^ is supporscd to offset the 
bad effects of histamine. But doc- 
tors disagree as to whether there|s 
proof that it does. 


Until 
last 
fall, 
antihistamines 


were considered too powerful 
for 


use without a doctor's prescription. 
Then some 
antihistamines 
were 


oroduced and 
were 
milder 
or 


;hought to be milder. 


A number of drug companies be- 


gan to sell various brands of an- 
tihistamines. 
But 
many doctors 


continued to write their own pre- 
scriptions to be sure of the doses 
their patients took. 


The FTC charges the two com- 


panies have misrepresented 
the 


curing powers of their antihisla- 
mine products in treating the com- 
mon cold. 


Those two products, the 
FTC 


complaint says, are neither a cure, 
preventalive nor competent treat- 
ment for the common cold. Fur- 
ther, in its statement about the 
case, the FTC says: 


Both Rcsistab and Anahist, taken 


as directed, "may be unsafe and 
produce injury or harm 
to 
tht; 


user" 
and 
the 
advertisements 


"have actually 
misled 
and 
de- 


ceived a substantial portion of the 
purchasing public." 


This will probably be n 
Ions- 


drawn out argument. 
The 
only 


thing that has happened so far is 
a complaint against the companies 
by the FTC. The companies will 
have a chance to answer the com- 
plaint. 


Then there'll probably be a hear- 


in}:! by the FTC at which the com- 
panies can argue their case. If 
then the FTC decides 
the 
com- 


panies are all right, that ends 
The complaint doesn't stand. 


But if the FTC decides formally 


after the hearing that the com- 
panies have been misleading the 
public, it will order them to stop. 
But even that isn't final 
if 
the 


i companies want to appeal to the 
U.S. courts. 


The courts' decision would be fi- 


nal. But, until there is a court de- 
cision, the companies are free to 
continue 
the 
advertising claims 


which brought the FTC complaint 
in the first place. 


The- FTC was created by con- 


gress in 1914 as a .five-man com- 
mission. It has a staff of about 6">0 
Ipt'opli1 and several jubs to do. For 
example:
